Steel Talks 


Being Held 


NEW YORK (IP D —Steel con 
tract negotiators today hold their 
first Saturday meeting .since the 
start of the 60-day strike, appar­ 
ently in response to President Ei­ 
senhower’s 
admonition 
against 
“half-hearted bargaining.” 
But there was no sign of a 
break in their deadlock. 
“There has l>een no progress on 
any of the basic problem s,” Chief 
Federal Mediator Joseph F. Fin­ 
negan reported. 
Eisenhower called on lioth sides 
earlier this week to reach an ear­ 
ly settlement in the costly strike 
that has shut down nearly 90 per 
cent of the nation s steel produc­ 
tion. Finnegan said he believed 
the stepped-up negotiations were 
a result of the President’s letter. 
Nine key governors meanwhile 
were deciding 
whether to ask 
President 
Eisenhower 
to 
meet 
with Them on ways of ending the 
strike. 
Gov. J. Caleb Beggs of Dela­ 
ware, chairm an of the National 
Governors Conference, said the 
mne-membcr executive committee 
would lie polled early next week. 
The governor of hard-hit Penn­ 
sylvania. David L. Lawrence, in­ 
dicated he would press for a pres­ 
idential fact-finding board if the 
meeting were held. President Ei­ 
senhower has rejected previous 
suggestions for appointment of a 
fact-finding board and the indus­ 
try made it clear Friday that it 
still opposes such a move.

MOSCOW (UPI) — Rus­ 
sia today launched a “cos­ 
mic rocket to the m oon” 
that should hit its target 
barely a day before Pre­ 
m ier Nikita Khrushchev arrives 
in the United States, the Soviet 
government announced. 
The rocket was said to he trav­ 
elling at a speed of 6.8 miles lier 
second. The Russians said that if 
all goes well, it will land on the 
moon at five minutes past mid­ 
night Moscow time Sept. 14 (5:05 
p.m. e.d t., Sept. 13). 
Khrushchev 
was scheduled to 
arrive in the United States Tues­ 
day, Sept. 15. Should the Soviet 
scientists achieve a rocket strike 
on the surface of the moon before 
then, he will arrive in America 
claiming the m o s t spectacular 
space 
victory 
yet 
achieved 
in 
m an’s race into the unknown. 
Releases Sodium Cloud 
Moscow Radio said the missile. 
Russia's second shot at the moon. 
was a multi-stage rocket. Tho fi­ 
nal stage went into orbit, the ball­ 
shaped container carrying scien­ 
tific equipment 
w a s separated 
from it to continue toward the 
moon by momentum. 
The 
announcement 
said 
tho 
moon rocket will release a cloud 
of sodium as it speeds toward its 
lunar target, making it look like a 
comet as it spews out its chemical 
trail in the heavens. 
The sodium was set to l>e re­ 
leased at 9:40 p m. Moscow time 
tonight 
<2:40 p.m. e.d.t.b T h e 
Russians said it would not be visi­ 
ble in United States skies, but it 
may be seen in Europe, the Mid­ 
dle East, India and parts of Chi­ 
na. 
The moon 
rocket 
represented 
Russia’s second known attem pt to 
(ling a moon missile into space 
and aim it at the moon. The pre- 
vious attem pt was on Jan. 2. The 
United States has made four un­ 
successful moon shots. 
Ev er since the announcement of 
Khrushchev’s proposed visit to the 
United States. Western space ex­ 
perts have speculated that 
the 
Russians would try to give him a 
m ajor propaganda victory to show 
off, such as a successful strike 
on the moon or sending a man 
into space.
